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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the art rejection Applicant argues, see 
pages 11-22, "Applicant's specifications, paragraph [12] (and not [0042] as mistakenly cited by the final office action) that "security 
information may be a one-time certificate It appears that Applicant has misinterpreted Examiner's position in the last Final office 
action. The office clearly states, see page 2 of the final office action, "security information maybe a one-time certificate.." and the support 
for this is in paragraph [0042] and "security code ... PIN may be obtained via telephone ..." and the support for this is in paragraph [0061]. 
Examiner respectfully requests to reconsider Examiner's position in view of these instant specification paragraphs which the Examiner had 
used to define and understand the claimed limitations of Claims 1-32. Examiner further requests Applicants attention toward claim 
limitaion "PIN code may be optained by telephone" and directs to instant specification paragraph [0066] for disclosure, "The security code 
...via an emial ...The personal computer may push or otherwise the communicate the pin code to the media exchage server ...The pin 
code may then be shared with other users via a telephone call or e-mail, for example". Examiner maintains that prior art discloses broad 
limitations of claims 1-32 and requests the Applicant to amend the claims in order to overcome prior art rejection. 
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
